ORDER 


The Chief Conservator of Forests has reported to Government that 
C. F. C. I. A , Range No. III Aralam , was originally sold by ivisional 
Forest Officer, Tellicherry as per sale notice published in his reference 
No. Al-10185 /75 dated 22-10-1975 . Sale of the coupe was knocked down 
in the name of Sri M. P.Kunhumohammed , Managing Partner, Ahamed 
kutty Hajee and Company Virajpet, Coorg for Rs. 2,04,000 . The Con 
servator of Forests, Special Circle, Kozhikode confirmed the sale in the 
name of Sri M. P. Kunhumohammed . But he failed to act according to 
conditions 9 and 10 of the sale notice. Coupe I A was tberefore auctioned 
at the risk and loss of Sri M. P. Kunhumohammed . The sale was con 
firmed in the name of Sri B. P. Ummerkutty Hajce, Baliapattom for 
Rs. 1,90,000 . He executed the agreement on 4-11-1976 . The Divisional 
Forest Officer, Tellicherry has taken action to recover from 

Sri 
M. P. Kunhumohammed the loss due to re-sale of the coupe, under 
Revenue Recovery Act. As the original highest bidder M. P. Kunbu 
mohammed backed out from executing agreement without complying with 
the conditions 9 and 10 of the sale notice, the Chief Conservator of Forests 
has recommended to black list him permanently from taking any contract. 
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In the circumstances Government accepts the recommendation of the 
Chief Conservator of Forests and order that Sri M. P. Kunhumohammed , 
Managing Partner Ahamedkutty Hajee and Company, Virajpet Coorg be 
blach listed permanently from taking any contracts from the date of publication 
of this order in the Gazette .

- Whereas the Government of Kerala are of the 
opinion that it is necessary and expedient so to do for maintai..ing the 
supp ies of certain essential commodities and for securing their equitable 
distribution , and avail..bility at fair prices; 

Now , therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by subsections (1) 
and (2) of section 3 of the E -sential Commodities Act, 1955 (Central Act 10 of 
1955) read with the order of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Agriculture (Departøınt of Food ) No. GSR . 316 (E ) dated the 20th June, 
1972, published in the Gazetie of India extrao d.nary , Part II, Section 3 , 
subsection (1 ) duted the 20th - June, 1972 and with the prior concurrence 
of Central Government, the Governinent of Kerala hereby make the 
following Order, namely: 

ORDER 
1. Short title, extent and commencement.- (i) - This order may be called 
the Kerala Copra and doconut Oil (Maintenance of Accounts and Furnish 
ing of Returns) Order, 1977. . 

( ii) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 
(iii ) It shaft come into force at once. 
Definitions. In this order, un ess the context otherwise requires: 

(a ) " Copra " means dried ripe coconut kerne ! and includes 
coconut whether raw or dried; 

(b ) . " coconut oil " means the oil manufactured out of copra; 

(c) " enforcement officer " means any officer of the Civil Supplies 
Departmentnot beliw the rank of Rationing Inspector and any officer of 
the Agricultural Income tax and Saks t.x Department not below the rank 
of Inspector, and any Officer of the Revenue Deparıment not be low the 
rank of Revenue Inspector and any othcer of the Police Department n8t 
below the rank of Sub -Inspector in the areas of their respective jurisdiction ; 

(d ) " exporter " means any person who takes or causes to be taken 
out of any place within the State of Kerala to any luce outside the State, 
any quantity of copra or coconut oil and the expression " export" shall be 
construed accordingly ; 
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( e) " form " means the form appended to this order; 

- ( ) ," manufacturer” means any person who converts copra into 
coconut oil or any other similar industrial or manufactured product of 
copra by manual, mechanical 

or any other process and the term 
" manufacture" sball be construed accordingly; 

(8) " dealer " means a person engaged in the business of purchase;. 
sale or storage for sale of copra and coconut oil in quantity of one quintal 
of coconut oil or two quintals of copra or more at any one time, of each of 
the above items, or in quantity of oue quintal if coconut oil and one quintal 
of copra or more of both the articles taken together, and includes 
commission agents engaged in such business, but does not include a person 
engaged in such business on Government account. 

3. Manufacturer or exporter or dealer to issue receipt invoice of cash memo: 
Every manufacturer or exporter or dealer shall issue receipt, invoice or cash 
memo showing his own name and address, the date of transaction , the 
quantity of coconut oil or copra sold , the price per unit and the total 
amount charged , and the name and address of the purchaser and shall 
keep the duplicate to be available for inspection . 

4. Manufacturer or exporter and dealer to give facilities for inspection : - Every 
manufacturer or exporter or dealer shall give, all facilities at all reasonable 
times to the Enforcement Officer for the inspection of his stock and accounts 
at any shop, godowns or other places used by him for the storage, sale or 
purchase of copra or coconut oil. 

5. Power of entry, search and seizure:-Any Enforcement Officer may, 
with a view to securing compliance with this order or satisfying himself 
that the provisions of this order have not been contravened 

(a) enter into and search any premises, vehicles, vessels or other 
conveyances in which he has reason to believe that contravention of this 
order has been , is being or is about to be committed ; 

(b ) Seize the stock of copre and/or coconut oil along with the 
packages, coverings or receptacles in which the same is found and the 
animals, vehicles, vessels or other conveyances used in carrying such copra 
or coconut oil in respect of which , the officer has reason to believe that a 
contravention of this order has been , is being or is about to be committed ; 

(ii) Any Court trying a case for the contravention of this order may 
direct that the stock of copra or coconut oil in rospect of which the court is 
satisfied that this order has been contravened, and all packages, coverings or 
receptacles in which such copra or coconut oil is found and every animal, 
vehicle , vessel or other conveyance used in carrying such copra or coconut oil 
shall be forfeited to the State Goveroment.. 

6. Furnishing of periodical returns:-- Every manufacturer, dealer 
exporter shall furnish a fortnightly return of accounts of copra and coconut 
oil in the form appended to this order to the Taluk Supply Officer/ City 
Rationing Officer of the Civil Supplies Department having jurisdiction over 
he area in which such manufacturer, exporter or dealer is having business .** 


or 
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Maintenance of Accounts .- (i). Every Manufacturer, dealer and 
exporter shall maintain a register of the daily account of his stock of copra 
and coconut oil showing correctly... 

Ta) the opening stock of each day; 
(b) the quantities . received during the day showing the place 

from where and the source from which the same have been 

received ; 
(c) the quantities delivered or otherwise removed during the day 

showing the places of destination , and 
(d ) the closing stock at the end of the day. 

(ii). Every Manufacturer, exporter and dealer shall complete his 
accounts for each day before the commencement of business on the next 
working day , unless prevented by reasonable cause; the burden of proving 
which shall be upon him . 

8. Display of stocks. — Every manufacturer, exporter and dealer shall 
exhibit at the entrance or some other conspicuous part of his place of 
business a statement indicating the stocks of copra and/or coconut oit in his 
possession available for sale or export at the commencement of each working 
day .

This Election Petition having been finally heard on 4.7-1977 in the 
presence of M /s. S. Easwara Iyer, P. C. Balakrishna Meoon , K.Ramakumar 
and A.N. Rajan Babu , Adv cates for the l etitioner and Ms. C.K.Sivasan 
kara Panicker and P.C. Mohsin , Advocates for the respondent the Court on 
6-7-1977 delivered the following: 


JUDGMENT 
This is a petition filed under section : 80 to 24 read with section 117 of 
the Representation of the People Act, 1951 (briefly the Act ) Challenging 
the election of the respoodent to the Lok Sabba from the Kozhikode Lok 
Sabha constituency in the election held on 19-3-1977. The main ground 
upon which the election is sought to be avoided is the commission of certain 
corrupt practices alleged in the petition. The petition was duly signed and 
verified by the petitioner and it was also a companied by the requisite 
affidavit. " On acceptance of sumloons the respondent entered appearance 
and raised a preliminary objection regarding the inaintainability of the 
petition on the ground that there is non -compliance with subsection (3) of 
acction 81 of the Act . 

2. The respondent was served with two copies of the pstition , one of 
which was produced along with the written statement. The contention 
raised by the respondent is that both the copies served on him do not contain 
the signature of the petitioner as enjoined by section 81 (3) of the Act. On 
a perusal of both the copies it is seen that the co , ies of the petition served on 
the respondent do not contaia the signatures of ih : petitioner. The copy of 
the accompanying affidavit .however, is seen signed by the petitioner. The 
question is whether the omission to siga the two copies of the petition is. fatal. 
Subsection (3 ) ofsection 81 reads as follows: 

. 
" Every cl ct on petition shall be accompanied by asmany copies 

thereof as there are respondents ment oned in the petition and 
every such copy shall be attested by the petitioner under his own 

signature to be a true copy of the petition . 
It is clear that the subsection contains two parts. The first part enjoin 
hat every election petition shall be accompanied by as many copies the cor 
23 there are respondents mentioned in the petition . The second part lays 
down that cvery such copy shall be attested by the petitioner undec his own 
signature to be a true copy of the pet tion . The first part apparently has 
been satisfied in this case. The second part, on the oth r hand is not 
satisfied . The answer of the pe itioner is that there is substantial compliance 
with law as much as the copy of the affidavit affixed to the petition contains 
the signature of the petitioner. What on elecuon petition should contain is 
lai l down in section 83 of the Act, which reads as jollows: 

" 23. Contents of Petition .- ( 1) An election petition 
(a ) shall contain a concise statement of the material facts on which 

the petitioner relies; 


manner 


shall set forth full particulars of any corrupt practice that the 
petitioner alleges, including as full a statement as possible of 
the names of the parties alleged to have committed such 
corrupt practice and the date and place of the commission 

of each such practice; and 
.(c). shall be signed by the petitioner and verified in the 

laid down in the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (5 of 1908 ) for 

the verification of pleadings: 
Provided that where the petitioner alleges any corrupt practice, the 
petition shall also be accompanied by an affidavit in the prescribed 
forms in support of the allegation of such corrupt practice and 

the particulars thereof. 
( 2). Any schedule or annexure to the petition shall also be signed by 
petitioner and verified in the samemanner as the petition " . 

The affidavit filed along with the petition undoubtedly is in complianc 
with the proviso to subsection (1) of section . 83. The actual wording of 
ghe affadavit filed by the petitioner also shows that the affidavit relates 
merely to the allegationsof corrupt practice contained in the petition . In 
other words, it cannot be said that the affidavit is a general affidavit in 
support of the petition . Moreover, a reading of section 81 and 83 would 
show that they relates to different aspects. Section 81 relates to the proce 
dure regarding presentation of election petitions and not contents. In 
this case there is no dispute regarding the con ents of the petition, because 
as already referred to the main petition has been properly signed and 
verified and it is also accompanied by the requisite affidavit regarding 
corrupt practice as enjoinci by section 83. But the mere compliance with 
section 83 is no answer for non -compliance with section 81 (3 ) of the Act. 

3. I may refer to certain decision brought to my notice by the 
petitioner to substantiate her contention that a substantial compliance with 
section 81 ( 3 ) is sufficient. Section 81 (3 ) of the Act came up for consi. 
deration of the Supreme Court in Ch . Subbarao v. Member . Electon Tribunal 
(A. I. R. 1964 S.C. 1027). In that case the copies were signed by the 
petitioner, but there was no attestation in the sense that the words " truo 
copies" were omitted above the signature of the petitioner . . The court held 
that as the signature was there in the copy that was sufficient to indicate 
that the copy was attested as a true copy eventhough the words truc copy 
were not written above the signatures in the copy. The court held that 
there wassub antial compliance with section 81 (3 ) of the Act, and the 
petition should not be dismissed under Ecction 90 (3). Almost a similar 
case was considered by the Supreme Court in Dr. Anup Singh 
v . Abdul Ghani (A. I. R. 1965 S. C. 815 ) . In that 

also the 
necessary number of copies were filed and the copies böre the signature of 
the petit oner concerned . The defectwas that the attestation required by 
section 81 (3 ) was not there specifically on the copies. The court held on 
the basis of Ch . Subbarao v . Member. Flection Tribunal (A.I.R , 1964 S C. 
1027 ), that there was substantial compliance with section 81 (3) of the Act.

It should be noted in both those cases there was the signature of the 
petitioner in the copies served . Here it is a case of total absence of 
signature, and so the petitioner cannºt claim that her position is sitnilar to 
that of the petitioners in the two cases decided by the Supreme Court and 
referred to 

above. The next 

decision pressed into service 
Smt. Shodrabai Roi v . Ram Singh Abaru ar and others (A. I R. 1968 S.C. 1079). 
There it was a case wherein the copies served , the annexures were not 
signed by the petitioner. The Court held that the annexures do not form part 
of the pe ition , and henre it was held that the omission was not fatal. That 
apparently is not the situation here As referred to earlier, the affidavit, 
though it is part of the petition , is not an affidavit to the entire petition 50 
that the mere signing of the copy of the affidavit does not amount to the 
signing and . attestation of the main.petition . Jagat. Kishore v . Rajendra 
Kumar (AI.R. 1971 S.C. 342) was a case where there was discrepancy 
between copy of the petition submitted by the opposite party and the actual 
petition presented to the court. It was held that there was non compliance 
with section 81 (3 ) and the petition is liable to be dismissed under section 
86 (1). I do not know how this decision is of any assistance to the petitioner . 
Satya Narain V. V. Dhuja Ram (A.I.R 1974 s.c. 1185 ). dealt with a case 
where the requisite copies of the election petition were not filed in court 
within the period of limitation. The court held that the petition is liable to 
be lismissed for non - compliance with section 81 (3 ) of the Act. It was Leld 
as follows: 

“ We are , therefore, clearly of opinion that the first part of section 

81 (3 ),with which weare mainly concerned in this appeal is 
. a peremptory provision and total non - compliance with the same 

will entail dismissal of the ele tion petition under section 86 of the 


Act," 


The learned counsel for the petitioner relied upce this decision for the 
proposition -that since the first part of section 813) was specifically 
mentioned as mandatory by the Supreme Court, it may be inferentially 
held that the second part in section 81 ( 3) is ntmandatory. The argument 
is not all persuasive. The Sup eme Court considered only the first part of 
section 81(3 ) relating to the p oduc i on of cop.es. O the other hand that 
decision only supports the case of the respondent. It shall be noted that 
both in the first part ofsection 81 (3 ) and in the second part of section 81(3) 
the expression used is shal . I th : expression shalt is enanda ory as far 
as the first part is concerned , I fail to understand how the same expression 
found in the second part is nt manda ory . In view of the aforesiad 
deci ion I am inclined to hold that the second part of section 81 (3 ) also is 
mandatory and a non compliance with the provision is fatal to the 
petition . 

As referred to carlier, I am unable to app eciace the contention of 
the pe iivner that in this case there is substantial coinpliance with the 
second part of section 81(3 ) The main content of the second part of 
section 81( 3) is that the copies produced as required by the first part shall 


be attested by the petitioner under his own signature to be a truo copy 
of the petition . Here, admittedly the copies were not signed at all. Ifto 
copies of the petition con ained ihe signature of the petitioner, then the 
omission to state specifically that the copy is true copy, may not perhaps 
be fatal in view of the decisions of the Supreme Court : in Ch. Subbaran . 
Member Election Tr bunal ( A. 1. R : 1964 S. C. 1027) and , Dr. Anus 
Singh u. Abdul Ghani (A. I. R. 1965 S. C. 815). But when there is a 
total omission to sig 1 the copies, it is not a case of substantial compliance 
with section 81( 3), it is a case of totalonission to comply with section 81( 3), 
section 86 ( 1) of the Act reads as follows : -- 

"" 86. (1) The High Court shall dismiss an election petition which 

does not comply with the provisions of section 81 or section 82 or 

section 117 . 
Explanation .-- An order of the High Court dismissing an election petition 

unter this subsection shall be deemed to be an order made 

under clause (a ) of sect on 98" . 
Paragraph 4 of the decision reported in Satya Narain , o. Dhuja Ram 

( A , 1. R. 1974 S. C. 1185 ) may be read in this context : 
" Our decision restores the primacy of procedure over justice. It 

makes section 86 (1 ) a tyrannical master. The rigid ty of the rue 
of piecdent tiles me, to its chains. My only hope now is that 
Parliament would make a just choice between the social in crest ia 
the supply of copies by the election petitioaer along with his 
election petition and the social interest in the purity of election by 
excluding section 81 (3) from the put view of section 86 (1) of the 

Act" . 
As far as I could see , the position obtained in the case is practically the 
same. I hold thatthere is total pon compliance with section 81 (3) of the 
Act and that the election petition is liabic to be dismissed under secuon 86 ( 1) 
of the Act . 

In the retult, the election petition is dismissed with costs of R $. 250 to 
the respondent,

Rule 16 (2 ) (c ) of the Kerala Private Forests (Vesting and 
Assignment) Rules 1974 provides that the list of assignable areas 
should be published in four newspapers . Publishing the entire list 
of Vested Forest Lands available for assignment in four newspapers 
in the form of advertisement will involve heavy expenditure on the 
part of the Government. It is also considered expedient to give 
discretionary powers to District Collectors to give publicity regarding 
the proposal for assignment in any manner he thinks fit. These 
amendments are aimed at avoiding such expenditure . 
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
